Dr. James States Case 
To Royal Commission 

Says Financial Help Needed For Education 
Federal Aid Not Federal Control 

Only CTr of Canadians "of nppropriato age-jrroiip.s" are atlendinjr any college ot' 
iiiiivcr.sity, Thi.s figui'u was cited in a brief iiro.seiilefi to tlic Royal Commission of Invest- 
igation on -Constitutional Problems by AlcGill University at a hearing yesterday. 

Dr. James ai)peared before the Commission, where he gave a summary of thé 
brief, and answered various questions raised l)y the members. 

The Iniuf iwinted out that a comparable figure of university attendence in tlie 
United States for 1050, was 33.13Çc, and tliat the low Canadian percentage was in spite 
of the fact that "tlie proportion of younp Canadians wlio finish high school and qualify 
for admission to university is higher than it has ever l)een,"

Parking During Open House 

To enable. our guests to seo the grounds and ihc build- 
ings ands to move freely about the Campus, fhe University 
and the Open House CommiUee have adopted the following 
parking regulations. 

1. No student cars will be allowed to enter tho 
Campus, except possibly those of certain officials 
of the Open House Committee. Such special cars 
will be permitted to park in either the Milton 
Street parking space or the Physical Sciences 
Centre courtyard. 

2. Staff cars will be allowed to enter the Campus 
but may park only in the Milton Street parking 
space or the Physical Sciences Centre courtyard. 
There will be no parking on any roads within the 
Campus. 

Cars belonging to the public will not be permitted 
to enter tho Campus.. 

To ensure observation of the foregoing, there will 
be a uniformed officer of the Barnes Bureau at 
each entrance to the Campus, and there will be 
others as well as our own Groundsmen within tho 
the Campus to ensure that no cars are parked 
elsewhere than in the two areas indicated. 
The men at the entrances will do what they can 
to help guests find places nearby where they can 
legally park. 

Tho City will ensure that a number of police are 
stationed on McTavish Street, Carleton Road, and 
University Street.

Blood Donated 
To Be Made 
Gamma Globulin 

McUIll niood Donor Clinic will 
establish another first this morn- 
Ing when Dr. Ç,D. Solin, Assist- 
ant Dean of The Faculty of Arts 
and Science, donates a pint of 
blood to be used exclusively In the 
manufacture ot gamma globulin. 
This will be the first time during 
any clinic in tho province of Que- 
bec that blood has been collected 
for such a purpose. 

Gamma Globulin has been 
prominent in the news for tho 
last year since it was discovered 
to be effective In prevent Iiik poiio- 
niyeiltls, or Infantile paralysis. It 
provides Immunity from this dis- 
ease for a period four tu six 
weeks. 

During the winter* season ?ain- 
niH globulin is used extensively In 
the prevention of such diseuses ns 

measles and Infeciinns hepatitis. 
These are both diseases anaiiisl 
whivh such dniKs as penicillin 
huvc no effect and Kumma globu- 
lin Is the only method nf confer- 
ring immunity. 

Gamma globulin Is the fraction 
nf the blood In which anilbudles 
art! i:arrieil. Antibodies are the 
HUhslaiices manufactured by the 
body which are lar;;i ly respousihle 
for protection against disease. 
Usually, all blood not used by 
hospitals within 14 days of the 
donation Is used tor the product* 
ionSot^gammailslobti 



"Our failure lo solve tliis pro- 
lileni," the brief warned, "may 
indeed condemn Canada to In- 
tellectual and economic dépend- 
ance on some other nation wise 
enough to foster the development 
of its ablest young iicoplc." 

Supporting Federal aid as re- 
commended by the .Massey Ileiiort, 
tho brief stated that "There is no 
control of education, no Infringe- 
ment of provincial autonomy, In 
the grants that the Oovernincnt 
nf Canada Is now making for the 
third successive year, to every 
university In this country outside 
the Province of Quebec." 

KIsewhero It Is stressed that: 
"Noltlior the meiubers of Parlia- 
ment who voted unanimously for 
tho grant, nor the nnlversitle? of 
Canada, which were eiiually una- 
nimous In accoptlUK it with sin- 
cere atipieciallon, enterlainod tho 
remotest idea that tho federal 
grant carried any Implications of 
contrai. The brief debate In the 
House ot Commons shows that 
no control of university educ- 
ation was Intended, and the arith- 
metical formula for tho dl.= trlhu- 
tlon of tho appropriation among 
the universities left no room for 
the play of preference or prejudice 
In tho minds of those Individuals 
administering the funds." 

COXSTITI TIONAI, QI KSTIO.V 

Tn dealing with the Consiitu- 
tlonal basis, on which the validity 
of Federal aid has been questlnu- 
ed, tho brief pointe^ nut both the 
right of the Federal government 
to make clfts, and the history nf 
Federal aid in the imst. Also, lb" 
brief noted, nid has often couio 
from other provincial governmcntB 
and foreign governments without 
any accusation that those govern- 
ments were Infringing on Quebec's 
rights. 

".Much confusion ha.i arisen," 
the brief points out. ", . .through a 
failure to distinguish between the 
power to spend Crown monies on 
behalf of education, nnd the power 
lo make laws In relation to educ- 
ation. Anybody, wliether Iho 
Crown, a corporation, a private ci- 
tizen, or a forei^n foundation, 
may make gifts of Its own proper- 
ty for educational purposes, un- 
less prohibited by some special 
law. No special law prohibits such 



girts In any Province of Canadii, 
nnd. It has already heon pointed 
out that all our ulvorsltlcs, with- 
out exception, have at one time 
or another, benefited l from the 
generosity of Canadian citizens 
and corporate bodies, while most 
of them have also received aid 
from American foundations. It 
has never been suggested that In 
making such gifts, the donors 
were legislating with respect to 
education," 

"The Crown In Canada, wheth- 
er acting in the right of the Dom- 
inion or of the Province, enjoys 
tho same rlf;ht to make gifts 
which any private person has."

lu e.^plalning the serious finan- 
cial situation In Canndlan Tnl- 
ver.sllies, the hrlef state! that 
"ill constant dollars. . . the fund.i 
available for the education of the 
average student had declined from 
$404 in 19:iS to $;!09 in 1951 — 
a decline of approximately 25''/r." 

"No country," was tho conclu- 
sion, "can, for Ioiik, gel inore 
than It Is willlu"'K to pay for. Sen- 
ior nieinhers of the leacliln^ staff, 
out of a deep sense ot loyally.

Bushell Speaks 
To Dent Students 

"The ability of the human body 
to repair Kself is simply amazing." 
said Prof. W'M llushell, chairman 
of the Dopartmeul of Prosthetic 
Dentistry at McGIII and one of the 
world's foremost authorities on 
crown and bridge prosthesis. 

Dr. Hushell e.vpresseil this 
thought last night while speaking 
at a meeting of the Dental Under- 
graduate Society in which he dis- 
cussed accidents to chlldrens 
teeth, citing particularly cases 
which had confronted him In his 
practi<o. 

Tlie onsIauj;iil of modern in- 
ventions has greatly Increased the 
occurence ot such accidents and 
cousequcntly their treatment has 
beciiinc more and more Important, 
said Dr. liusliell. lie also stated 
that too many exodnnists show 
lack of vision by exlra( tin^: teeili 
wbicii may have been saved. "Too 
many children are pushed along 
tlie road to dentures," he claimed. 
His address was accompanied by 
the showing of slides and by dem- 
onstraliuiiH of soini! of the ap- 
pliances used In dental work. 

Also discussed at this meeting 
woF the recent Dental Informal 
and the coming Dental Uall, which 
is to 1)0 held March 5. Two dls- 
play.s have been prepared by the 
orpaiiiziitiiin for the ()|ien House.

Ballet - A Study of Perversion 



• If a definition of what is art includes 
the notion that art is a portrayal of emo- 
tional experience then all the efforts of 
ballet including the recent performances 
of the Sadlers-Wells have come to nothing. 
Emphatically, it is difficult to see basic 
emotions in ballet because the degree of 
artificiality is profound. 

To tickle only the intellect is not the 
function of art. If so, then the highest 
form of its representation would be an 
ultra-complex jigsaw puzzle. To say that 
a ballet must be understood to be liked is 
to say that the emotion is not readily visi- 
ble — an admition of the remoteness from 
any organic emotional depiction. The read- 
er is invited to recollect the moments of 
greatest applause. These came after each 
fèatvôf-'delicate acrobatics, Is it true then, 
. that the five thousand people who applaud- 
ed understood ballet because they liked 
these exhibitions? 

In the universities, much support for 
- ballet comes from well-meaning students 
'4Éwho consider, unconsciously perhaps, that 
ballet is culture and hence in the repcrtoiro 
of the educated set. Nothing could be more 
misleading. An artistic education requires 
the constant reexamination of opinions and 
attitudes. A simple comparison between a 
ballet and a negro spiritual shows the af- 
fectedness of the former and the sincerity 
of the latter. This conclusion shows the 
i-esultfi-of the healthy piadice of intciTO-., 
gatioir"înto tlio basis of opinions. 

Perhaps there is an analogy to ballet 
in abstract painting. A cuboidal may be 
subjected to interpretation (an under- 
standing of the imagery) but the lack of 
feeling tone is still evidenced. There may 
be bad and good cuboidals or bad and good 



ballets but this is unimportant. Tiiere is no 
appeal to the emotions; therefore abstrac- 
tions and ballets are not art but trash. 

Within the ballet itself there is gross 
inconsistency in representation. Rising and 
dancing on toes may indicate flight 'but 
one rarely sees the swan make a belly- 
landing. There is design in the twirls and 
gestures of the ballerina, they are, meant 
to convey meanings to the audience. The 
results of . a , Freudian interpretation of 
these are interesting but hardly inspiring. 
The balletorians are analogous to the bald, 
middle-aged men in a burlesque house. The 
mechanisms are the same. In the former . 
distorted; in the lattg^*, mundane. 

Ballot is something less than the sum 
of its parts. Indeed the whole tends to dis- 
tort the contribution of each of these. Mu- 
sic is hacked to fit the gymnastics. Themes 
become fairy tales. The ballerina is deified. 
Costumes and sets become outlandish and 
costs become outrageous. 

No doubt what is aesthetic is often à 
matter of opinion. The pros and cons of 
this argument arc no exceptions. Dropping 
the accepted idea that art requires emotion- 
al expression, it is possible to say that the 
ballet's merits are in its picturesque image- 
ry. Divorced from emotional reality, ballet 
would be reduced to its proper place and 
could bo used for creating charming scenes. 

ItJs. safe to- conclude that if art is a 

representation of the emotions then ballet 
with its stilted imagery is not art. This 
conclusion will not be popular because it 
attacks the instilled opinions of certain 
groups. Ballet is symbolic, true, but only 
of what is pretentious in life.

For Secrecy 



Dear Sir, 

What Is meant liy Um wonl- "illplomacy"? 
f'Dlplomacy" Is widcl.v used to mean a) foreign 
policy, and b) negotiation, or the vay by wl'.Ich 
that policy Is executed. Tim wholn arguinont 
about secret vs. open diplom.icy hns crumbled 
because the word has been used ns If policy nnd 
. negotiation vcro ono and the saino thing, whilo 
they are two separate and dirfcrent things. 

Policy should never bn Kecrot. The rilizcns 
of a country slrauld not bo commllteeil by their 
'government to Irenllcs unless theso have been 
-, 'approved by their legislative representatives, or 
ipubllshed/ih advance of ratification. Secret cn- 
I^Eoments only sow the seeds of suspicion, which 
iSMtroys international relations. 

Negotiations, however, if it is to bo of any 
real value, must be nnd should be confidential. 
One only has to look at a club election. Kvcn 
In the most quiet and reserved Rr.therlngs, a 
club election Is Impossible with cvery|io<ly pres- 
sent. Certain comments which can bo made con- 
fidentially, it made publicly will spread and do a' 
lot of harm, Tho results are tlut usually, tho 
'best members nfo loft out while the incompe- 
tents obtain posts of resiioiislblUty. 

This Is oven morn true of negotiations car- 
ried out by foreign reprcKentallvpH of roiinulcs 
having different purposes nnd Interests from our 
own. Negotiations of oven the moot secondary 
agreements involve tho abandonment by each 
side of tho maximum aspirations or desires. 
''Eventually tho two sides come to terms. Kach 
side usually begins by stathu; Its maximum claim, 
and then gradually reduces Us demands In order 
to como upon a basis of agroement. The nego- 
tiation falls however, If tho negotiator Is watch- 
ed by tlw whole world, for then hu may be in- 
hibited and restricted by tho ignorant nnd pass- 



ionate public opinion at homo from making any 
concession at all. 

Open pacts and covenants are excellent; that 
these should bo of any value depends entirely 
on the negotiation; ' public negotiations entail 
only long deadlocks; no covenant of value stems 
from open negotiation. Tho loudspeaker and the 
television camera are strictly out of tho sphere 
of diplomacy. Wo know only too well what pro- 
paganda speeches not pertaining to tho matter 
nt hand but directed to a vast public outside, 
come out for broadcasting in such circumstances. 

Only those who in each country have tho 
primary responsibility, should be Involved in tho 
negotiations where momentous issues arc at stako 
or under discussion. Thus wo havo negotiation 
by conference. 

Wiicn prominent government lcai|ers indulgo 
In direct discussion, diplomacy suffers. A minis- 
ter who flics to a foreign capital to participate 
in discussions' is short of time. III equipped In' 
technical knowledge, c.xpopnd to great publicity 
nnd liable to conclude some vague and Inconse- 
quential arrangement rather than to return homo 
with nothing to show for. On tho otivcr hand, 
the professional diplomatist serving in a foreign 
capital can execute negotiations quietly, suroly 
nnd over a prolonged period of time without 
arousing public attention and Inspiring expect- 
ations. 

The hurried draughting of meaningless treat- 
ies and charters has caused more trouble nnd 
miseries to man than tho result of the work of 
tho nllegoil machinations of tlie professional di- 
plomatist. Tlius it should be left to the latter 
to carry out his Job, nnd have liim conclude 
more treaties in secret negotiation.

Public opinion, to be what It Is, 
must be led to self-expression by the pressure of 
eventt, how otherwise, could there be any ozprei- 



slon of opinion, If not on something? 

1 certainly agree that wo should note with 
interest a statement by a President of tho United 
Nations Assembly, however, this docs not furnish 
complete Justification for accepting it. However 
sensible a decision may seom. It has to be thought 
<if In terms of its possible consequences. The de- 
tailed consideration of the means of implement- 
ing a decision has been In conspicuous -absence 
from many vital International decisions taken 
oftcr tho last war, with consequences that ore 
well known. I tend to be of the opinion that until 
some^ working plan on an Issue Is put forward, 
-Its' discussion cannot proceed beyond the stage of 
hypothesis. I agree, however, that my hypothesis, 
on tho basis of my studios, tends to be negative.

The Collcgo was to be visit- 
ed by liord Duffcrln, tho Go- 
vcnior Gciicrnl. The Govcrnom 
of >fcGill wcro presenting, ills 
Kxrellcncy, a nmn of letters, 
with o honorary Lli.I). The 
wbolo proKrnni wan planned. 
Tho ChunccIIor was to deliver 
(lie address of welcome. MoIkuu 
Hall was to be tlie scttini;. Lady 
Duffcrln was to bo iircscntcd 
with H bouquet nnd bouquet 
holder ns (liclr ICxcollcnclcs* 
sled was drnwn up tho main 
cnmpus roadway. 
Every detail was down pat. 
Chancellor Day was to deliver his 
celebrated address in Greek. Tho 
bouquet holder was to bo ono suit- 
ably engraved with tho arms of 
Canada nnd McGlll. Tho sled 
would bo drawn by btudeiits, as 
a mark of respect for their Excoli 
Icncles and ns testimony of their 
loyalty to tho Queen he repres:

But there wcro dissenters 
among tho ranks ot f^w students, 
and a minority group decided to 
act on its own.

arranged tliejr would lose their 
identity as men and acquire an 
equine Identlt/, tiitf were cert- 



ainly free to abstain from siicli 
act or nets ns tiicy saw fit, but 
to adopt tho ' resolution which 
they did, to discuss tho iiintfcr 
in A iiieetin;;, was In the W(>r.st 
poshiblu tnKto, The conrso of the 
Jmw men meets with the cond- 
cmnntlon ot the remainder of 
the students." ' 

ILI..ADVISED CONDUCT 
Others were less kind. There 
were thoso who branded the "ill' 
advised conduct" ns "criminal", 
There was arisen, ns one writer 
expressed It, a "demoniac yell" 
of public protest. Wore Law stud 
cnts merely asserting that they 
were not horses, or were they 
Intentionally showing disrespect 
to tho Queen ? 

Ono editor of The University 
Gazvtt'o wrote: "I nblior tho 
prnctico of imputing motives to 
men. McGIII UiiU-crsity, I daro 
(o (rust,'litts not witltin its walls 
n hinglo undergraduato who 
does not Indignantly repudlnlo 
tho flmrgo (of cntcrtnlnlng dis- 
loynl scntinicut)". With theso 
words tlio editor, noting his 
paper's editorial attitude tow- 
ards the matter, chose to resign. 
Said Tho University Gazette: 
"We havo only to (add) that wo 
regret extremely the folly of this 
action ot our fellow students''. 
And, as a non-appologetic after- 
thought: "Students as a body 
seem to possess a large measure 
ot eccentricity". 

D.lIIiY rilEDECESSOK 
Tho University Gazette — pre- 
decessor ot Tho McGIII Martlet 
and Tho McGlll Dally — was 
published semi-monthly and sold 
at ton cents a copy on tho campus 
nnd cjsewherc. Letters (.written in 
a gentlemanly ih'onner) and arti- 
cles wore solicited. 

All iinuNunl procedure for 
dealing wllli letters to the edit- 
or was slated. Each iiinniisci'lpt 
liiid to be ncconipanicd by (ho 
writer's name in à scaled en- 
velope. It the article was to bn 
published, (Iio editor Avns freo 
(o open the envelope nnd Icarii 
(ho niillior's identity. If tho 
material proved un^iccoptuble, 
however, the envelope identify- 
Ing tho writer had to bo des- 
(roycd unopened.- "This rulo 
wlU bo strictly adhered to", tho 
paper dcclnrwi. 

"DEDICATED JIE.N" È.VHIBIT 
The University Garctïo, a copy 
of which is being included in the 
McGlU Open House "Dedicated 
Men" exhibit, offered a number 
ot interesting gUmpses of 1878 
campus life.

Tho revolutionary spirit was 
nowhoro as strong as among the 
students In Moscow as well' as 
St. Petersburg. Alt these up- 
risings demanded repression on 
part of tho government aud that 
was applied fully. 

HEFOH.M ACT 
However in 1801 Alexander 
II created nnodicr Iteforiii Acl, 
(hat of SiCemstvo of self-govern- 
ing, ,co)inclls. in cilles, counties 
nnd provlni'cs. This Instlliilloii, 
set up In llilrty-tlirco provinces 
gnvo rise (o great hopes. Tho 
very fact tlint (ho central go- 
vernment rcscrvnl (o lt,scir nil 
polico nnd nillitjiry control 
(ended (o mnkc the Zemstvo 
moro popular nnd put tlieni In 
tho position ot nutliorized 
spokcsincii ot (lie population 
nnd critics of tiio cciilrai ma- 
chine. 

Soon however, tho Zemstvo 
began to suffer from all sorts of 
restrictions, Curtailments also 
took place in the newly reformed 
Judicial system, and tho press 
was constantly being subjected to 
now restrictions. Moro and more 
political literature began to cir- 
culate illegally. 

' ASSA8SI.VATI0X 
Finally camo the attempts to 
nssaslnato Alexander.. Several 
failed. However on March 13, 
ISSl as ho was riding in the 
street, a bomb was thrown at him 
and the explosion killed him al- 
most Instantly. 

.Tho murdered Tsar was' suc- 
ceeded by his son, Alexander III, 
a very able and strong-willed 
man. Ho began b very strong 
policy ot repression and avenged 
his father by the ruthless pursuit 
and utter crushing of the nihil- 
ists. In splto ot this rcatlonary 
movement, tho liberal movement 
developed, and inspired by Marx- 
ist Ideas, socialists became popu- 
lar. In 1S9S at a Congress In 
South Russia, delegates of var- 
ious local groups and also of the 
Jewl.sh socialistic organization, 
tho Bund, united and appointed 
a central commltteo, taking tho 
title of Social Democratic AVork- 
men's Parly. From the beginning 
nn internal strlfo within tho 
party existed. The party was split 
In two groups, tho Bolsheviks, 
followers of Lenin, nnd tho Men- 
shovjclis, followers of Plokhanow, 
each of them aiming tor the con- 
trol of tho contrarcdhimlttee.

In the Unltrd Stains, 
while there are no roniprelionslvc 
figures on scholarships and Iho 
fees of private universities are 
very hiRh, "hundreds of thou- 
sands of students obtain a higher 
éducation nt very low cost hy nt- 
lehdlng state universities." 

'Until wo are rnndy to provide 
millions of dollars nnnu.illy for 
scholarships. . ." the brief warned. 

. .It would bo a tragic and re- 
trograde stop to raise student fees 
, to an oven higher level that that 
at which they now stand." 

conPon.ATioN gifts 

The possibility of Increased en- 
dowments or gifts from corpor- 
ations was seen as "unlikely." In 
answer to a question by one n( 
the members of the commission. 
Dr. James said that ho doubted 
If very much would he sained by 
increasing the amount that cor- 
porations could deduct from Ihoir 
tazablo incomes as gifts to univer- 
sities. The present figure is 5%. 
and, Dr. James noted, the average 
contribution of corporations was 
about 2 To. 

Government grants was soon as 
the only feasablo source of In- 
creased income, ond Federal 
grants in particular. The brief 
mentioned with appreciation tlie 
amount that had been done by 
Provincial and Municipal gener- 
osity, but felt that to expect an 
increase from cither would bo 
asking too much.

.Migratory Patterns 
Although insects, flah, mam- 
mals and other types of animals 
may evidence distinctive migra- 
tory patterns, birds offer tho best- 
known, largcKt scale and most 
widespread examples of seanniial 
migration. 

Tho small, gull-like Arctic. Tern 
of Canada's northiand spends his 
"v.intcrs" In South .Vfrlca. Breed- 
ing In the arctic and subarctic, he 
cros.-cs the Atlantic to the Bay of 
BLicay with the coming of cooler 
weather, and continues dowu tin' 
.\frlcan coast. Tho Golden Plover 
also breeds in Canada's North, 
but makes the Interior of South 
America his "off-season" home. 
Plovers conpregato on tho outer 
Labrador coast at migration time 
and "fuel up" on crowberrlcs In 
preparation for their long (light 
to the South. Many other bird 
varieties, however, are consider- 
ably loss ambitious in their 
f:i!',hts. Moiit go no further south 
tlian tliny are forced to by pres- 
sure of food shortage. Many Mon- 
treal area "winter birds" nro 
northern varietios that- flud that 
tills is as far as they need go 
south. 

Fiehl to Field Hops 
Much migration conststfi ot lit- 
tle moro than short "hops" from 
field to field, gathering food as 
needed along tho way. Wttio 
known Is tho fact that most birds, 
possibly through fear of natural 
enemies, migrate by night. 

According to a prominent Mon- 
treal ornithologist, a pair of field 
glasses and a clear night may be 
nil you need to witness the mig- 
ratory procession. Tho whole pat- 
tern Is silhouetted against tho 
moon.' Two general rules servo as 
guides In Identifying, birds cros- 
sing tho lunar disc: the slower 
tho crossing, tho higher the bird; 
tho Blower tho wing stroke, tho 
larger the bird, according to J.I). 
Cleghorn, McOIlI University Mu- 
seums ornithologist. The flight 
pattern of the bird tolls tho rest 
of the story: tho heron, (or ex- 
ample, is readily recognised liy 
the manner In which the head is 
drawn hack and the long logs ex- 
tended behind. Geese fly In char- 
acteristic V-shaped "w o d g e" 
formations. Experts have the be- 
rognltion of bird (light patterns 
down to a srlence. 

Si'cU Vantage Point 
To view bird migration In pro- 
gress seek out a natural vantage 
point overlooking a natural line 
of counlrj', h river or mountain 
valley — uncording to ornitholo- 
pi^l ("leghorn H then bccouios but 
I matter of patience. 

Birds can gcncrnlly be counted 
upon to follow old migratory 
routes year after year: tho North 
American map can be striped with 
highways of north-south bird mlg 
ration. There Is evidence that 
such "highways" remain little al 
tered with the centuries. 

In 1535 Cartier witnessed 
flights ot tens ot thousands of 
Greater Snow Geese, gathered at 
Cap Tourmente, Que., preparing 
for their long Journey pouth. Lo 
cal residents reported tlio gccso 
back at their old cliff last week, 
as they bar been each October 
through tho centuries. 

Hawks Fear Nunc 
Hawks — who, fearing no preda- 
tors, iiilnnito l)y (laylifTlil - -- iirar 
tically all pass tliioiigh one ea.sl 
ern valley during each autuiim's 
migration south. Hawk Mountain 
Sanctuary, Pa., has been set up 
to assure the preservation of tlie 
species. 

Several theories are olfered to 
account for migration In birds 
but all fall to e.xplain the whole 
picture. One belief claims that 
"photoperiodicity", the variation 
In tho amount of daylight w'lth 
the coming of autumn, Is what 
motivates tho birds' southern 
fliirlit. Experiments dealing witii 
tho effects of llluinlnallon on e^g 
laying In poultry tend to sub- 
stantiate tho theory. '

Marier Speech Criticizes 
Provincial Government

"Is it not time that the Provincial Government recogn- 
ized the injustice- of the policies it is now pursuing?" This 
question was asked by Mr. George Marier, leader of the 
Liberal Party in the Province of Quebec, at a meeting of the 
Liberal Club yesterday in the Union. 

Jlr. Marier addressed the audience on "Provincial-Muni- 
cipal Relations" and pointed out that he had ciiosen the 
topic because of some statements made by Premier Du- 

plessis at his press conference last weekend. •

"When Hsked If the Quvernmcul real and nothing was contributed 



planned to help In the construct- 
ion of the subwny," said Mr. 
Marier, "Mr. Duplessls said 'Mont- 
real has always been treated gen- 
erously." "■ . * 

When this statoment Is closely 
examined, Mr. Marier contlmied. 
It Is found that the word gen- 
erously is boing misused. 

Mr. Duplessls refers to rouds 
and traffic, facilities, school debts, 
hospitals, taxes paid, schools built, 
and legislation inlroduceod by the 
governtnent for the city of Mont- 
real, Mr. Marier explained. 

Fur each of these issues Mr. 
Marier Kavo statistics and point- 
ed out why he thought Mr. Du- 
plcsRis had not given the City 
of Montreal what ho had promis- 
ed. 

.SCHOOL DICIJT 

TalkluK specifically about the 
school debt, Mr. Marier pointed 
out that 'Montreal's contribution 
to tho ISducatton Fund through 
the sales tax alone is more than 
sufficient to pay off the whole ot 
the Bi'hool debt for llii; entire 
Province which the government 
assumer." '' 

About schools built Mr., Marier 
stated that out of 1778 schools 
which tho Provincial Oovernment 
has built or repaired unly seven 
were located In the City ot Mont- 



to schools built by either the 
Protestant nr the Catholic School 
Commissions. 

Reviewing the more Kcneral as- 
pects of Provincial-Municipal re- 
lations, the Liberal Party leader 
stated that the financial statistics 
of tlie provincial governments 
bUow that niunlclralltles In Que- 
bec pay more money to the pro- 
vincial government than all other 
local governments in Canada. 

Looking at contributions which 
the provincial governments make 
to municipalities Mr. Marier strcs- 
sod the fact that Ontario contri- 
buted moro than $70,000,000 In 
tho last year, for which figures 
are avallaiile, while Quebec gave 
its municipalities less than $13,- 
000,000. 

TIIAFKIC PHOnLlCMS 
Montreal, Mr. Marier continued, 
Is faced with particularly complex 
traffic problems. These, lie ex- 
plained, will be costly to solve re- 
gardless of the method used on 
them. As un iinnwcr to tho prob- 
lem Mr. Marier suggested thot "u 
purt of the substanclal revenues 
derived ' from motor vehicles 
should be used to pay a part of 
tho cost ot traffic relief in the 
large centers." 

Jack Oreenstein, President of 
tho Liberal Club, thanked Mr. 
Marier on behait of all present. 



nnulstlcc agreements were sign- 
ed with tjic Arab states still in 
power as to the boundaries ot the 
two countries. 

Mr. Aynor then cited Ihe 
amount ot Immigration that has 
talien place In Israel during ihc 
past five years, and compared It 
to tibo amount ot refugees taken 
In by Canada and the United Sta- 
tes. Mr. Aynor pointed out that, 
cuiupuratlvcly speaking, Israeli 
immigration has been much larg- 
er. 

" TKe"tfo're oÇ Mr.'JAynor's speech 
waircontercd arotind three points: 
1. Israeli relations with her Arab 

neighbours. Concerning this 

topic, 

Mr._^Ayuor. stated, that Israel 
IS' -agreeable to signing pence 
terms with the Arabs because 
she knows that war will not 
solve anything, but will bring 
Ivtrdulilps upon the country. 
'2, Israeli Interests In east Com- 
munist countries. "Since moro 
'than two million Jews arc now 
living -in - Communistic coun- 
trles.'and since ohiy a compar- 
ative few are allowed to re- 
turn to their fiunlUes each 
year, l.srael Is very desirous 
of ncgoUations on peaceful 
terms.". 

I'. Israel aud the western world. 
Mr. Aynor ' stated 'that Israel 

Is not lied to the United .Sta- 
tes, hut that her population Is 
politically minded, and <lcrinile- 
ly knows how to make^use of 
democracy. 

Sa'ld^ .Mr. Aynor: "The slate qC 
Israel was not created for the 
n-ike of being a state — for the 
glory of a Hag and ministers — 
but rather because the people 
wanted a home ot their own, and 
lo-bo truo to the Ideals tlvey live 
for." 

.Mr. Aynor niso mentioned tito 
reconstruction that Is going on In 
Israel at tho present time: the 
Increase in housing developments 
and use of electrical power, and 
tho investing ot money for the 
continuation ot theso progresses.
